long a& it was kno»vn to have been 
done, and the evidence, as you have 
heard, goes to show that it was done at 
or about the tima stated. 


The defense claims in exoneration 


that at the mint annual settlements 
from 1893 down, the coin, bullion and 
everything turned out satisfact ory to 
tho Government inspectors or a<j ents 
sent out from Washington, and clean 
official receipts are shown for tho samo. 
All very true perhaps, yet if to-day 
that same spurious melt were placed 
on the scales it would show as correct 
in weight as it did before when it

The mint books balanced all right and 
the clean official receipts were passed.

Bodie melt consisted of eight shoe bars 
while the spurious imitation, with nearly 
all the gold extracted and silver in its 
place, was ten and one-third bars to 
make it the exact weight of the orig- 
inal. Some sort of a pretense has been 
made that others could have made this 
shortage. You have to decide whether 
John T. Jones is the guilty part}-. 


Meltor and Refiner Zabriski was

Nottingham, 
Southwell (Notts), Retford, Grimsby, 
Scarborough, Hull, Beverley, Morley 
(near Leeds), Ilkley, East Ardsloy, 
Craven, Manchester, Liverpool, Preston, 
Kirkhnm, Burnley, Derby, Chesterfield, 
Kiugstou-on-Thames and Leicester. Ex- 
amples of the actual instrument seem 
still to bo preserved at Leominster, Ips- 
wich, Scarborough and Leicester. Tho 
latest, recorded use- of the ducking stool 
(tho designations' clicking and ducking 
were, of course, synonymous in tho duys 
of Queen Elizabeth) was iu 1809. It 
was at Leominster, when a woman 
named Jenny Pipes, alias Jane Corran, 
was paraded through the town on the 
ducking stool and ducked iu tho water 
ntur Keuwater bridge by order of the 
magistrates. In 1817 another woman, 
called Sarah Leeke, was wheeled round 
tho place in the same chair, but not 
ducked, as, fortunately for her, tho wa- 
tei"\vas toolow. Tho instrument of pun- 
ishment in question has not been used 
since then.—Notes and Queries.
